On January 7, the New York Times said editorially: 
"The people of the United States owe a debt to the na- 
tion's railroads that will be most difficult to repay. After 
virtually relegating them to the status of a stepchild, they 
called upon the railroads immediately after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor to supply most of their transport needs. 
Accepting the task, the railroads last year did the great- 
est transportation job in the history of this or any 

nntlon. ... 

"In their poverty of the 1930's; the statement that 
the railroads were 'through' as the mainstay of the na- 
tion's transport facilities generally was accepted as an 
accomplished fact. Interest was centered in the develop- 
ment of other transportation methods. ... 

"Under the impact of war these methods of trans- 
portation did not meet the test. . . . 

"To the railroads fell the job of maintaining a 
steady flow of materials. . . . Millions of men .... had 
to be transported and essential civilian transport needs 
had to be met. . . . 

"Billions of dollars are being spent by the govern- 
ment to expand other industries, but they have contribut- 
ed liberally, through taxes, to government expenditures. 
James J. Pelley, President of the Association of Ameri- 
can Railroads,, recently estimated that railroad taxes in 
the 12 months ended with October amounted to the un- 
precedented sum of $1,077,000,000. the equivalent of rev-

?g]pry on an awakening world at 

dawn, to He sheds abroad the light 

ol God in the hearts of men. As 

this portion of God's Holy Word is 

studied and taught, may the light 

'break forth on many a soul caught 

in the bewilderment of this dork 

world. 

But that is only one of the great 
thoughts around which our lesson 
centers. As Jesus here reveals 
Himself as divine, we consider four 
simple words, each fraught with 
rich meaning. 

1. Uffbt (V. 12):

Powerful short length radio wave; 
hsve a stimulating effect, followed 
by lassitude. 
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Prior to the fall of France, De- 
Milly was a wealthy newspaper and 
magazine publisher in Paris. When 
France was invaded by Nazi hordes, 
he was in America on a journalistic 
tour. Stranded in this country, he 
was startled at the widespread ap- 
athy over the sudden collapse of 
his country. Everywhere he heard 
the question, r'What has France 
come to?" and with the question, a 




Jesus." When? Just after He hod jot of wild-eyed answers. So "La 
silenced the hypocritical accusers of 1 Voix de France," the only weapon

'tlicy that follow Him "shall not 
iwelk in darkness"; they arc the 
'children of light, they have the very 

light of life shining in their hearts 
end lives. 

Not only does Jesus light the be- 
liever's heart, but this light shines 
Jnto all the dark corners of this 
wicked .world, exposing sin and 
•hypocrisy, and showing the wny 
back to God. 
II. Salvation (vv. 25-30). 
*'Who art tliou?" That is the ques- 
tion every man must nsk ond nn- 
Bwcr OS he considers Jesus. Even 
neglect is an answer— a rejection. 

The answer of Christ in these 
verses goes to the very heart of the 
matter, (or He takes the people 
right to the cross of Calvary. Wlien 
they had crucified Him, they would 
know. Did not the centurion say: 
"Truly this was the Son of God" 
(Matt. 27:54)? 

It is true today that no man knows 
Christ until he knows Him os the 
crucified Saviour. Teacher, Exam- 
ple, Guide— ail these He is— but 
they are not enough, for we sinners 
need a Saviour. May many today 
follow the example ^( verse 30. 
III. Freedom (vv. 31-36). 
Free! Four letters, but wlial a 
depth of meaning! Chains have fall- 
en olT, prison doors arc open. The 
one wiio was bound is free. 

But here we are concerned with 
an oven more important liberty, the 
freedom of llie soul. Many there 
are v,-iio boast of their independence 
but who arc naught but slaves. 
Jesus said: "Wlinsocver commit- 
teth sin is the servant of sin" 

• (V. 34), not Us master. 

How shall they be freed? Note 
three things in tlieso verses: 

(1) A condition, "If ye continue in 
my word." This moans not only a 
profession of fuith, but a daily ap- 
propriation and realization of His 
truth in life. 

(2) A promite. "Yo shall know 
the truth." The philosophies of men 
profess to be a seeking after truth, 
but how few there are who look to 
the one place where it can bo found 
—in Jesus Christ. 

(3) A result, "The -truth shall 
make you free." Truth always sets 
free. Men are enslaved because, 
as in some foreign lands, they hove 
not had the opportunity to learn the 
truth or because they have rejected 

it. 

Men profess to seek truth in their 
research ond in the process of edu- 
cation, but without Christ they can- 
not have real truth. Educational 
systems which rule Him out are 
deficient and lead to bondage rather 
than freedom. 
IV. eternity (vv. 5G.59). 
Taking up their statement that 
they were Abraham's children (see 
vv. 33, 37)* Jesus enters into the 
■sharpest controversy with the un- 
believing Jews of His entire earthly 
ministry. Thoy were claiming kin- 
ship with u great man of faith who 
in his day had looked forward to 
the coming of Christ (v. 56). Now 
He was here, and instead of receiv- 
ing Him as their Messiah they were 
ready to kill Him. 

Not only did thoy claim Abraimm 
as father, but aLso God. Jesus told 
them that in their sin and unbelief 
they were of their "father the 
devil." It is possible, then, to be 
very religious, to follow the tradi- 
tions of one's fathers, and yet to be 
children of the devil. 

All this led up to their sharp re- 
bt^e in verse 57, which denied to 
Christ anything but an earthly ex- 
istence and which led Him to the 
statement of His eternity. He iden 
tilled Himself definitely and clearl> 
with the Eternal One— the great I 
AM of Exodus 3:14. 

Christ is 'God, ond is therefore 
•'inftnlle.-eternal, and unchangeable 
In His being, wisdom, power, holi- 
ness, Justice, goodness and truth' 
(Westminster Catechism). 



left to him with which to fight for 
his native land, came Into existence. 
With extremely limited funds— he had 
lost all over there— and with an al- 
most equally limited knowledge of 
the English language, he rolled up, 
his sleeves and went to work. The 
first edition of the paper was almost 
two months in the making since De- 
Milly had to do almost everything 

but print it. 

• • • 

DeMilly worked quietly and alone 
in a small two-room apartment on 
Riverside drive. He wrote editori- 
als, drew cartoons and gathered and 
edited news from established under- 
ground sources in occupied France 
and Europe. When funds ran low, 
he went from door to door of those 
who believe as he does— that the 
France of old still lives beneath the 
sordid cloak of tyranny and betrayal 
that has engulfed it. The "Voice of 
France" made its debut in Septem- 
ber a year ago, front paging a dec- 
laration which explained its stand 
and reason for existence. One of 
the lines, "We are with the France 
which made great Frenchmen of 
foreigners and not the one which 
made foreigners of great French- 
men," pegged the Vichy collabora- 
tors. Since ti\c United States still 
maintained relations with Vichy. De- 
Miliy held his breath.

STRATEGY: 

On a Hiiih Plane 

When the initial surprise of one of 
the war's greatest stories — the 
Roosevelt - Churchill "unconditional 
surrender" meeting at Casablanca 
in French Morocco— had died away, 
the world waited expectantly for the 
carrying out of the principles of 
grand strategy laid down by Allied 
military leaders. 

' The Roosevelt-Churchill rendez- 
vous was the definite tip-off of big 
things to come. The Allied leaders 
made it clear that their countries 
■would dig to the bottom of their re- 
sources—if necessary— in order to 
carry out the extermination of Axis 
war power as quickly as possible. 

From a gleaming white villa near 
Casablanca came the great news. 
But only after complete secrecy had 
ofUcially ended. Correspondents re- 
garded the meeting n.^ one of the 
best kept secrets of all time. Virtu- 
ally the entire war stafTs of both 
nations participated in the dramatic 
10-day discussions which ended with 
a press conference. But the presi- 
dential air voyage was shrouded in 
such secrecy that even some cabi-

Roosevelt was out of town. | 

No one doubted but that further , 
important develupnit-nts wnuld stem | 
from the meeting. One of the mnst 
widespread predictions is that the 
North Africa-Mediterranean area 
will soon be organized into a sepa- 
rate theater of opi-rations. Thus far i 
the United Stalt-s forces in llnit area I 
have been pari of the European the- I 
ater. Separation of Africa and the 
Mediterranean Ba.sin from the Euro- 
pean theater miaht v.-ell be an im- 
portant factor in the Allied onii>,.sive 
campaigns of t!ie year. 

Frenchman Moot 

One of the most important 
achievements of the confercneo was 
the bringing about of a meeting be- 
tween Gen. Charl.'S de Gaulle and 
Gen. Henri Giraud. Those leaders 
of the Figlning French and French 
Africa announced that they were in 
complete agreement regarding the 
liberation of their homeland. But it 
was regrettably clear tliat a*iy ! 
merging of the two movements or ! 
any political alliance between them 
was far from being realized. 

Offensives Will Toll 

While the decisions made by mili- 
tary leaders are secret, observers 
indicated that concrete results 
would become apparent with new 
Allied otlensives this spring. 

The basic questions settled ap- 
peared to be these: 

1. The first great etTurt must be 
to drive the Axis entirely from North 
Africa and free the .Mediterranean 
supply line. 

2. If he has not been chosen al- 
ready, a supreme Allied command- 
er in Europe will be named. 

3. The anti-submarine warfare and 
air war again.st Europe will be 
stepped up. I 

4. Europe will be invaded in one of 
three ways: Across the Mediterra- 
nean, a frontal attack on the chan- \ 
nol coast, or a conquest of Norway. 

5. Aid to Russia and China will 
be stepped up as much as possible. , 

Of immediate interest to the Unit- | 
ed Nations is the naming of a su- t 
prcme military commander. The ■ 
name of Gen. George C. Marshall, 
chief of stair of the American army, 
is most frequently mentioned. Many ^ 
observers believed he had already , 
been decided upon to head the com- j 
mand. 



RALLYING CRY: 

For Russians 

"I declare my appreciation to the 
command and to the gallant troops. 
Forwart? to the routing of the Ger- 
man invaders and their expulsion 
over the boundaries of our mother- 
land." So declared Josef Stalin in 
an order of the day broadcast by 
the Moscow radio. 

His words, urging the Russians to 
throw the Nazis out of their country, 
became the rallying cry of the Red 
army as it pushed forward in the 
big offensives aimed at Kursk, 
Kharkov and Rostov. After the fall 
of these strategic points there were 
still miles of hard battling ahead, 
but for the first time since the Nazis 
started their invasion of Russia 
there were definite signs that Sta- 
lin's plea was not idle thinking. 

For everywhere along the far- 
fiung front— from Leningrad to the 
Caucasus— the Reds added momen- 
tum to their drive. Russian military 
quarters estimated that 40 per cent 
of the Axis eiTectivcs /iiad been 
knocked out by the Red winter of- 
fensive. 

At the same time diplomatic cir- 
cles revealed that United Nations 
air and sea supply lines to Russia 
were getting much better protec- 
tion than a few months ago because 
losses on th.ese routes have dropped I 
sharply. One recent U. S. convoy 
was reported to have reached Rus- 
sia wiliiout loss of a single ship. 
It was indicated that close U. S.- 
British - Russian co-operation was 
making thi:? possible.

As Demeans to this end Secretory 
Wickard and Manpower Commis- 
sioner Paul V. McNutt released 
their plans for the mobilization of a 
vol*ntc(«- land army of 3',-; million 
farm workers. Those would be gath- 
ered from ranks of women, the un- 
employed, clerks, and nonwar work- 
ers from cities and towns. 

Aimed at relieving the expected 
farm manpower crisis, which ex- 
pe»ts predict will reach its peak in 
mid-summer, this land army would 
be -gathered by the joint activities 
extension agents of. the department 
of agriculture and by the field of- 
fices of the War Manpower com- 
mission. 

More than 12 million farm work- 
ers will be needed at the height of 
the farm season, said Wickard. He 
pointed out that the total farm la- 
bor force in December, 1942, was 
8,900,000.

Limit Set 

with the beginning of rationing 
but a few weeks owoy the OfTlce of 
Price Administration 03tabHshed_« 
flvc-can-pcr-person limit as the 
amount of canned vegetables and 
fruits which householders might 
have on hand, without penalty, at 
the beginning of the point system. 
This was a drastic cut from the 
eight to ton cons which It had pre- 
viously been expected would be al- 
lowed. 

When the plan gets under way, 
persons who have more than the al- 
lowable limits will hove coupons torn 
out of their canned goods ration 
book up to the point value of the 
goods held tn excess. This will be 
based on one eight-point coupon for 
each can over five per household 
member. 

Excluded from the count of five 
cans per person will be cans con- 
taining less than eight ounces.

WASHINGTON,— The ever Increna 
zing dlfflcuUiea under which the Get-' 
man merchant marine and the Nazi 
navy have to operate are empha- 
sized in .communications received 
from London and Moscow. 

A report from a German seaman 
active in the ranks of the "under- 
ground" anti-Nazi transport workers 
inovemcntt sent out by the main of- 
Ace of the international transport 
-workers federation runs, In part, as 
follows: 
"It is true that we only operate 
■ ftlong the coast, but that is today no 
«asy matter, especially when things 
Art so badly managed as they are 
Aboard our vessels. Apart from my- 
self, there are hardly any able sea- 
men aboard; the others are either 
very young chaps under 18 years or 
«ldcr who for some reason or an- 
other are unfit for military service. 
They are for the most part convicted 
^or criminal offenses. 

HlUcr Youth Ship PoUee. 
"In other ships many foreigners* 
ire employed— Belgians, Dutch, Lat- 
vians, Lithuanians, Estonians and 
men without nationality. Among 
Ihtse many are known as Commu- 
nists, Socialists or syndicalists and 
they admit it quite openly. 

"Foreigners are not allowed 
ashore in* the ship's home port. It 
U laid that they arc also not allowed 
ashore In foreign ports, but for the 
Ttst they arelreated the same as we 
arc and are able to move about the 
ship as freely as we German sea- 
Tnen, . 

f'For some time past our ship, and 
■other ships as well, had Hitler youths 
between 12 and 15 years aboard. 
They are used lareely for help in 
the galley and for serving the of- 
flcers. They are kept strictly sep- 
arate from the rest of the crew, as 
ihey act as a kind of ship police. 
They have been trained to handle 
- A^'eapons and carry rifles and revol- 
vers. They ore fond of playing with 
ihcse articles in port and at scu. 
. They arc to assist the captain in 
handling the crew. As the ship is 
undermanned, we liave to work ncar- 
■ iy as much overtime as normal 
hours. 

"Food on our ship and in most 
other ships is very bad. In port only 
one-dish meals arc served in eating 
houses, containing Heaven knows 
%vhal. For a square meal, one has 
10 pay 30 to 40 marks, but then you 
gel a real good feed. 

Make Extra Aloney. 
'*Those who are lucky to go abroad 
can make some extra money by 
* EmugEling. In that way you can 
exchange cigarettes and cigarette 
paper for soap and iiscd clothing. 
In the trade with Sweden and Den- 
mark a lot of money can be made 
:his way. The Gestapo and the oth- 
ers also go in for smuggling. They 
really know oil llie tricks." 

A report by Tass, the ofllcial Soviet 
news bureau, headed VSoviot Sub- 
marines," helps explain wiiy life is 
so miserable for German sailors. It 
begins by noting tliat not so long ago 
' the Deutsche Zeitung in Norway pub- 
lished an article by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Herman, adjutant to the com- 
mander • in - chief of the German 
forces in North Europe, entitled 
•'Why the German Troops Have Not 
Yet Occupied Murmansk." Colonel 
Herman says: 

"Many ask why the Germans have 
:;ot yet occupied Murmansk, I 
shall try to explain. In Lapland Ger- 
man troops are fighting who have 
been there since the beginning of the 
campaign. Since then we have re- 
ceived no reinforcements. Fighting 
haj! been very severe and the dif- 
ficulties baflle description. The devil 
himself invented the tundra for the 
benefit of the Bolsheviki. In our 
rear we have to fight partisans and 
regular troops wlio filter their way 
ihrough." 

Girls Train for Role in 
Relief When War Is Over 

LONDON.— Within 48 hours of the 
signing of the armistice at the end 
of the war, Girl Guides will be 
ready to play their part to relieve 
fhe misery ahd starvation imposed 
during the struggle on occupied 
countries. 

They will be among the first to go 
to Europe and are being given emer- 
gency training in Britain, it was 
learned at guide headquarters in 
* London. Their work will be under- 
laken as part of an international 
plan to help the suffering of the op- 
pressed lands. 

Their Irainiitg covers the decon- 
tamination of water, the nutrition of 
starving people and cooking for 
largo numbers. Tlie guides are also 
taught a little of the history and 
background of the countries. They 
will be concerned chiefiy with child 
welfare. 



ST. PAUL.— Thatcher wheat, the 
salvation of spring wheat farmers 
during the stem rust epidemics of a 
few years ago, may soon be sup- 
planted by a new strain which out- 
yields it by almost 50 per cent, the 
University of Minnesota reports. 

Dr. H. K, Hayes, chief of the uni- 
versity's agronomy division, said 
that the new strain has produced 10 
bushels more to the acre of wheat 
that averaged two pounds heavier 
test weight, in tests over, a three- 
year period. 

The new strain, designated now 
only by a number, is a backcross 
of Thatcher with Hope, another 
strain of wheat, and retains the de-, 
slrable characteristics of Thatcher' 
while adding from Hope the strong 
resistance to leaf rust which 
Thatcher lacked. It was developed 
by University of Minnesota and Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
agronomists, as was the original 
Thatcher. 

Prior to the introduction of 
Thatcher in 1934, spring wheat farm- 
ers often lost their entire crop when 
stem rust conditions were severe. 

In rod-row trials the last three sea- 
sons, Thatcher grown at university 
farm here and at three substations 
averaged 24.5 bushels per acre of 
'54.7-pound test weight, while the 
backcrosses averaged 34.7 bushels of 
56.B-pound wheat. 

From the same period, Thatcher 
averaged an 85 per cent infection of 
leaf rust, while the backcrosses 
, averaged only 6.7 -per cent. 

Release of the new wheat for com- 
mercial growing depends on the ac- 
tion this winter of the Minnesota 
agronomy conference, a committee 
of ail workers on crops in the state. 



'Just Begun to Fight/ 

Says John Paul Jones 

CLEVELAND.— John Paul Jones 
had a name to uphold and ho just 
wouldn't be turned down by the U. S. 
navy. 

Last August, he enlisted at the 
naval recruiting station in his liome 
town of Akron, Ohio, and was sent 
to the Great Lakes Training station. 

But while he was In training it was 
discovered that Jones was color 
blind. He was released as unfit for 
duty. 

That would have been an insur- 
mountable obstacle to anyone but 
John Paul Jones. He didn't give up. 

His appeal to tiio Cleveland re- 
cruiting ofTicc was accepted because 
navy physical requirements had 
been lowered slightly. 

Today, John Paul Jones is serving 
•. in the navy for the duration— and be- 
fore leaving he reminded everyone 
that he had "just begun to fight."

They explained that with ihe in- 
creasingly late dawn and early twi- 
light they were tied down to work 
from darkness to darkness and were 
unab'e to sec London by daylight. 

So they got away from work, hired 
a car and saw the tourist points ot 
interest— Westminster Abbey, the 
Tower of London, St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral and the rest.
